Yugoslavs, Greeks Study Plan 
To Link North, Aegean Sea 


BELGRADE, Aprit 13 (UPI).— 
The rulers of Serbia had the 
idea bus got nowhere for lack 
of money and modern technique. 
But Yugoslav and Greek en- 
gineers have dusted off an 1369 
Plan for a waterway that could 
link the North Sea with the east- 
ern Mediterranean by the year

Bell Copter 
Sues 9 Firms

WASHINGTON, April 13 (WP). 
—Bell Helicopter Co. yesterday 
sued nine companies and two 


“individuals for’ $35 million in 
damages for allegedly making 


and selling bogus helicopter parts 
under the Bell name. 

The Washington Post reported 
in February that millions of 
dollars of such parts have been 
sold in recent years, mainly for 
foreign military helicopters but 
also for some civilian helicopters 
in the United States. 

A major foreign buyer of the 
parts wes Westland Helicopters, 
Ltd, a British company. ᾿ 

In a statement announcing it 
had filed suit, Bell sald it has 
conducted an investigation, which 
“has revealed that many of the 
parts sold by the defendants to 
‘Westland were bogus parts. 

“Some of the parts involved are 
identified as critical Might com- 
ponents, such 2s the tail rotor 
drive shaft and transmission 
parts,” the company continued. 

Tt added that “an investigation 
by Bell has revealed that bogus 
parts have been involved in ac- 
cidents of the Model 47 series,” 
one Hind of Bell helicopter. “in 
the United States.” The company 
said it would not elaborate on 
this charge, “due to matters of 
Litigation.” 

The lawsuit was filed in fed- 
eral district court in Los Angeles. 
The named defendants, according 
to Bell's announcement, sre Avia- 
tion Sales, Helicopter Ltd, of 
Britain and Hyfore Manufactur- 
ing Corp. of California; siz other 
companies that'allegediy had an- 
cillary roles in the conspiracy;

CHICAGO, April 13—Chicago, 
the city of the big shoulders and 
hard-hitting clout, has erected 
ἃ 20-ton, 100-foot steel baseball 
bat, which may become the city's 
most fitting sculptural symbol, 

“Clout” is already the nick- 
name given ‘to the bat by some 
Chicagoans but seulptor Claes 
Oldenburg said in an interview 
yesterday that the proper name 
is “Batcolumn.” Some visitors 
referred to it simply as “the bat.” 

Oldenburg’s bat is the tallest 
Sculpture ever fmanced by the 
art-in-architecture program of 
the US. General Service 4dmin~ 
istration (GSA) and is one of 
the tallest sculptures in the Unit- 
ed States, 

Sen. Wiltiam Proxmire, 0-Wis.. 
Jast year condemned GSA art 
Projects including the $100,000 
the Paid Oldenburg 
to build the bat, and gave the 
projects his “fieece of the month” 
award for what he terms waste- 
ful spending of the taxpayers’ 
money,

Oldenburg, 48, well-known for 
bis sculptures of giant type- 
writers, bathtubs, bambureers 
and ice cream cones, said that 
his bat “could be called a monu- 
ment both to baseball and the 
construction industry.” 

‘City of Impact’ 

He said that the bat was not 
designed to express the concept 
of clout, but that it was a “form 
that suggests movement and im- 
pact... Chicago ts a city of a 
lot of impact, a very direct city, 
ἃ very realistic city. We wanted 
a form without any frills, a very 
clear, simple architectural] form.” 

Oldenburg believes his sharply 
vertical bat fits in among Chi- 
cago's skyscrapers, He said that 


seulp- 
ture “is very different from the 
other big sculptures in town, 
those by Pablo Picasso and Alex- 
ander Calder.” This is Olden- 
burg’s first Chicago structure. 
Previously, he had drawn plans 
to build 2 giant windshield wiper 
statue pivoting on Buckingham 
Fountain in Grant Park, to put 
rear-view mirrors on Navy Pier 
to reflect the city’s skyline, and 


of his sculptures have been in 
the East.

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Hopes in the Caribbean 


Diplomacy under the Carter administration 
has taken some strange forms. There is, of 
course. Andrew Young, who has reversed the 
Moynihan tradition of preaching to the 
Third World in the UN by preaching to the 
United States about the Third World, And 
there is that volunteer healer of Cuban-U.S. 
wounds, George McGovern, who has adopted 
the ping-pong diplomacy of China. Unfor- 
tunately, Cuba. which has a quite Japanese 
delight in baseball. wanted to see the New 
York Yankees. Instead. Sen. McGovern 
brought them basketball players from South 
Dakota. 

To be sure, it was not wholly the senator's 
fault that questions of trade boycotts, bases 
at Guantanamo and fishing rights should be 
relegated to the basketball court. Baseball 
Commissloner Bowle Kuhn, who has had ex- 
perience in dealing with owners of the Cak- 
Jand A's and other clubs and whose powers 
are challenged by persons who seem to Mr, 
Kubn considerably more dangerous than 
anti-Castro exiles in Florida, decided that 
there should be an all-star team sent to 
Havana, rather than simply the Yankees. 
But Mr. Kuhn still appears confident that 
there will be an exchange of baseball teams 
between Cuba and the United States—pro- 
vided the State Department agrees. 

And Sen. McGovern will continue to work 
to lift the U.S. embargo on Cuban trade. The 
Castro rezime regards this as a first step 
toward better relations; whether the United 


States wiil find that other first steps are 
required before this one can be taken rests 
with the White House. There are any num- 
ber of possibilities bere: civil rights in Cuba; 
nationalized properties of U.S. citizens; 
hijacking of planes and activities by Cubans 
against Castro or for him in Latin America; 
just what the Cubans are doing in Africa. 

But whatever the personalities and the 
techniques that have been employed in 
trying to patch up ties between the United 
States and the island where a number of 
army and Navy men died under the Stars 
and Stripes to end Spain's overlordship there, 
and where the Bay of Pigs and the missile 
erisis interposed a mutual trauma, the fact 
remains that some progress is being made. 
It may seem odd to reconcile the fears and 
hatreds of the’ battlefields upon the base- 
ball field, but the world today is 2 strange 
one, and whatever can lead to renewed 
friendship is to be preferred to acts and 
words that lead to bitterness, 

George McGovern was by no means the 
most successful—from almost any point of 
view—presidential candidate in U.S. history, 
His views on Cubs are not to be taken at 
the foot of the letter. any more than his 
campaign speeches were. But he is trying: 
be does have ἃ high goal. and hopes for his 
success in this endeavor are consistent with 
the interests of the United States. the West- 
ern Hemisphere—and, now, the African con-~ 
tinent. 


Zaire Made Clear 


4 peculiar international game is now being 
played out in Central Africa. The playing 
field is Zaire, once the Congo, an extremeiy 
poor country torn by tribal rivalry. Seces- 
sionists bent on reclaiming their copper-rich 
province of Shaba (formerly Katanga), from 
the central government headed by General 
Mobutu, moved into the country from An- 
cola a few weeks ago, stimulating allen in- 
terventions that require the genius of Eve- 
lyn Waugh to do them justice, Since weighty 
geopolitical and ideological considerations 
are being imposed on this pathetic conflict, 
it is worth a few moments to sort out the 
participants: 

The secessionists, mainly Luba tribesmen, 
are essentially the same as those once known 
as the Katangan gendarmerie, They have 
been struggling intermittently for indepen- 
dence of their portion of Zaire since Belgium 
lost control of the essentially artificial na- 
tion called the Congo, in 1961. They once 
fought with the backing of European min- 
ing interests. They later fomght alongside 
Portuguese colonial interests in Angola. 
Most recently, they have fought as allies of 
the Soviet-backed Cuban interventionists in 
Angola. The key to their odd alliances 
through the phases of the Angolan civil war 
was that the Lubas joined at every stage 
with anyone who opposed the Bakongos— 
their Zaire adversaries who also live and 
fight in Angola. The Luba ideology has been 
Luban alone. Their determination has been 
fueled by the fact that Zaire’s central gov- 
ernment has been largely controled by the 
Bakongos. 

When the Lubas marched back from An- 
gola into Shaba, this year, Mobutu cried that 
the Cubans—and Russians—were coming and 
called for help,

The United States, reflexively sympa- 
thetic to a traditional ally and troubled by 
the thought that a Soviet zone of influence 
could spread from Angola on the Atlantic 
clear across to Tanzania and Mozambique 
on the Indian Ocean, sent two planeloads 
of aid and then paused. Tuesday. contending 
it had refused to send weapons, Washington 


announced donation of a cargo plane and 
other “nonlethal” aid worth $13 million. 

Belgium. still with strong ties to its former 
colony. sent military equipment and “in- 
structors.” 

Communist China, ever quick to perceive a 
Soviet threat, promised support and cheered 
everybody else into the fray. 

Egypt's President Sadat, sensing a threat 
to his allies in the Sudan, or an opportunity 
for getting American weapons, announced 
his solidarity with Mobutu. 

The Sudan's President Numeiri later an- 
nounced a readiness to help, Morocco. seek- 
ing allies against Algeria, sent troops to help 
fight the Lubas. 

France airlifted the Moroceans and reveai- 
ed that French “instractors” were. near the 
front to teach the Mobutu forces how to 
handle previously sold equipment, 

No black African nation, with the possible 
exception of Angola, has so far involved it~ 
self in the contest. Nigeria. the most in- 
fuential black state in the region, has of- 
fered to mediate the dispute, with encour- 
agement from some American officials. 

There things stand, so far. An army of 
perhaps 5,000 Luba tribesmen, most recentiy 
armed by Angolans and Cubans in conform- 
ity with the interests of the Soviet Union, 
is posed against Mobutu’s army of about 
30.000 assisted in some fashion by the United 
States, Belgium, China, Egypt, Morocco, 
France and the Sudan. Probably not since 
the European powers meddied in the Bal- 
kans at the start of the century has the 
World witnessed stich a confusion of ideol- 
ogy, adventurism and self-interest. 

The first American response was reflexive. 
Tuesday's can be fairly described as reflect 
tve. It implies a reluctance to plunge in 
deeply but ἃ desire nonetheless to or- 
chestrate the interventions and to fiZ in 
the aid gaps. With Ambassador Andrew 
Young, we believe Americans ought to be 
concerned about Zaire but also about the 
anticolonial sensitivities of the surrounding 
black African nations. The instinct for in- 
tervention seems ereat but the case for it 
is not at all clear.

French action proclaims that the West

SALT With Brezhnev—or Without

WyAsairaron. — — The impres- 
sion that Leonid Brezhnev 
is on his last legs, which was 
carried away from the Kremlin 
by ane member of the Vance mis- 
sion to Moscow, is contradicted 
by another member of the delega- 
tion, who saw no sign that Brezh- 
rev was iL The first witness 
toid a reporter that Brezhnev 
“looked to me like someone with 
only ἃ few weeks to live.” The 
second witness, Paul Warnke, the 
chief SALT negotiator, told the 
world on television that the 
Brezhnev he saw was not a sick 
man. How can the contradiction 
be resolved? 

Probably neither impression is 
strictly accurate, and the truth, 
as happens 50 often, is somewhere 
in between. The contradiction 
was resolved by Warnke himself 
when he added that Brezhnev, 
who ig now 1, was “obviously” 
aging, and that the administra- 
tion was therefore anxious to 
have a SALT agreement “before 
there is any change of leader- 
ship” in the Kremlin. 

Tn other words, while the ad- 
ministration May not be able to 
assess precisely Erezhnev's state 
of health—or may be unwilling 
to do so in public—it is proceed- 
ing on the assumption that the 
possibility of his demise adds a 
sense of urgency to tie negotia~ 
tions. But there are those who 
disagree. 


Pressure of Time 


They argue that any agreement 
concluded in these circumstances 
would necessarily be rushed, and 
therefore unsatisfactory. They 
recall] that the most criticized 
clauses of earlier arms control 
agreements were negotiated at 
summit meetings, under the pres-

Looks at the West

pss (OGT).—Ling Kuei-ming, 
the peasant boy herg of the 
Shanghai Ballets “The White 
Haired Girl,” began his ballet 
training at 16, the age of a 
Methusaleh for a dancer. 
“When the Shanghai Ballet 
School was founded in 1960, the 
leaders scouted the city and sur- 
rounding villages for promising 
youngsters on whom to build 2 
company. Heger to get going 
without waiting for the normal 
maturation of 6 and T-year-olds, 
they chose a few oldsters, as well, 
which gave Ling Evei-ming, the 
son of peasants, his chance. Al- 
though he looks a boyish 22, he 
emilingly admitted to 34. The 
mistaken guess of age produced 
ap ontbreak of laughter from the 
other dancers during a rehearsal 
break at the Théatre des Champs- 
Elysées where the troupe currently 
is performing its first engage- 
ment in the West.

~The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration says that all labels

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World Finance Collapse 
Seen After New Slump

Mr. Burns said the major deb- 
tor countries must cut back their 
international borrowing by hold- 
ing down domestic spending and 
reducing inflation. 

He said the amount of money 
available through international 
lending institutions like the IMF 
must be increased and he urged 
@ major policing role for the 
monetary fund to insure that na- 
tions get their financial houses 
in order. 

Warning on Oil

While not all of the debt prob- 
Jems in the international finan- 
cial order can be traced to the 
five-fold increase iv petroleum 
prices over the past four years, 
it is a major cause of balance 
of payments problems among na- 
tions. the central banker said.

U.S. Open Sets Sex Test for

NEW YORE, April 13 (NYT).— 
Tournament officials of the Unit- 
ed States’ Open Tennis cham- 
pionships have decided not to 
recognize the sex chromosome 
test passed last week by Dr. Renée 
Richards in Little Rock, Ark. 

In a decision that could lead to 
legal action by the 42-year-old 
transsexual tennis player. U.S. 
Open officials said only those 


. tests administered τὸ women play- 


ers by the Institute of Sporis 
Medicine and Athletic Trauma at 
Lenox ἘΠῚ Hospital here would be 
recognized for admission to the 
tournament. 

The USTA decision romes at 
a time when Dr. Richards has ap- 
plied to play in the Italian, 
French and Wimbledon cham- 
pionships during the next two 
mionths. Officials of these events 
have said they would look favor- 
ably on her entry if she passed 
the test. and certified copies of 
the Little Rock results have been 
mailed to these officials. 

“If this jeopardizes my chances 
to play the French, Italean or 
Wimbledon championships.” Dr. 
Richards said, “they (the USTA> 
will never see the end of it.” 

“There's no distrust of any 
other tests. it's a matter of 
standardization.” WE. ‘Slew: 
Hester jr, the president of the 
USTA, said resterday. “The policy 
οἱ the USTA ss far as the Open 
is concerned 15 that Lenox Hill's 
sports medicine center is the of- 
ficial standard of testing for ail 
women in the tournament.” 

Dr. Richards, the former Rich- 
ard Raskind, underwent sex- 
change surgery in 1975. and is 
competing in the $20.00 Lionel 
Cup tournament at Port Wash- 
ington. N.Y. this week. She said 
yesterday she would take the test 
again at Lenox Hill Hospital if 
other women pros also were re- 
quired to take the test there for 
this year's tournament. 

However. Vicki Berner, the di- 
rector of women’s tennis for the 
USTA. said players who had pass- 
ed the test at Lenox Hill last year 
would be exempt from retaking 
te for this year’s championships, 
Aug. 31 through Sept. 11 at the 
West Side Tennis Club. 

“If they say that I have 10 
take the test at Lenox Hill for the 
U.S. Open and not all the others 
have to take it again. that’s dis- 
crimination.” Dr. Richards said

Dr. Anderson Nettleship. senior 
associate at the Arkansas labora- 
tory. sald the chromosome count 
in Richards’ cells had 54 per cent 
Barr bodies and a 20 per cent 
count has been established as 
arbitrarily defining feminity.

STSAD, Switzerland—To their supporters, the fnternational 
schools of Switzerland heve been a boon providing good educa- 
tions for children whose patents are pumed down in diplomatic or 
professional jobs in Europe. 

To some critics, however, some Swiss international schools were 
so-called “golden orphanages,” expensive cumping grounds for chil- 
dren of well-to-do parents too busy or too distracted to raise their 
offspring. 

In recent years, high costs and changing contemporary tastes 
have caused a high rate of atirition among some classic Swiss board- 
ing and finishing schools. 

But those that have survived, in the view of most observers, have 
instituted more rigorous academic standards and inculcated a new 
seriousness of purpose among their polyglot studens bodies. 

There are some 50 “international” schools-—those designed to give 
ἃ CUrricullun. usually in English and French, outside the Swiss state 
system currently in operation, most of them centered in the French- 
speaking cantons around Lake Gepeva, 

They range from small, select girls’ finishing schools, to the big 
egalitarian International School of Geneva, to the elitist Le Rosey, 
oue of the world’s most expensive and exclusive schoois. 

Le Rosey, a ful] boarding school with 180 boys and 100 girls, 
charges more than $10,000 a year. 

Le Rosey, founded im 1280 and named alter the original chateau 
housing tt, maintains to campuses: ane in Rolle on Lake Geneva, 
the other, “winter quarters,” in the skiing resort of Gstaad. 

The school numbers among its alumni such personages as the 
Shah of Iran, Belgium's King Baudouin, the Aga Khan, ex-CIA 
Director Richard Helms and U.S. Supreme Court Justice Potter 
Stewart, 

Le Rosey is both praised by alumni for the quality of its educa- 
tion and criticized, in the words of one alumnus, for being in the 
past at least, “a kind of parking place for misfits with wildly uneven 
acadeniic stan@ards.” 

Though Le Rosey has indeed taught ciildren of the wealthy and 
titled. Mr. Louis Johannoi stresses the purposefulness of the school, 

“Even during the sKiing season, the students are on the slopes 
only in the early afternoon,” he remarked. “We hold five classes in 
the morning, with three more in the late afternoon, and an bour of 
supervised study in the evening. 

“In recent years, we have made it clear that we want serious 
students who are prepared to take university exams. And in our 
selection of students we changed the kind of milieu the kids came 
from, 

“Today, 95 per cent of our students have parents who work for 
a living.” 

Students applying for entrance must pass tesis before being 
admitted, says Mr. Johannot. But he admits that family connections 
are also considered: Half the students are related to former students. 

Le Rosey has students from 36 countries—Christians, Jews and 
Muslims—and offers courses in 10 languages. Mr. Johannot declines 
to discuss the chikiren of famous parents, But he adds: 

“Eyeryone is treated equally here. To the staff, the King of 
Belgium was simply ‘Bavdouin,’ the Shah of Iran, ‘Pahlevi,’ the Aga 
Khan, ‘Karim' and the Duke of Kent, ‘Kent.’ Children with titles 
are never addressed as such.” 

These days, Le Rosey emphasizes technical subjects, said Mr. 
Johannot, and most of the graduates go on to college. 

Though some parents tend to leave their children at Le Rosey 
and forget about them, 32. Johannot deplores the practice. 

“We only see some parents once or twice a year,” he said. “Per- 
sonally, I regret that parents send kids to schools, handing over all 
the responsibility. ᾿ 

“But we believe in discipline here. Toward the end of the sixties

79 countries in its English and French-speaking primary and 
secondary divisions, Annual tuition, without boarding, ranges from 
$960 in the lowest grades to some $3,500 in the senior .high school. 

Over the years, the International School has absorbed some 
smaller inierpational-style schools in the Geneva area and has 
increasingly attracted Swiss chikiren, too ‘ 

The International School ‘provides 2 kind of cross between the 
American and British styles of education and was the innovator in 
creating: the “international baccalaureate" degree, which enables 
graduates to enter U.S. or European universities. “The eurriculum is 
British,” said one instructor, “But the style is American, That's true 
with kids all over the world.” 


Since the International School takes all eligible students, the fact 


that some students must first learn English. sometimes slows down 


the rest of the class, On the other hand, teachers believe that the - 


diversity of students, particularly those from the developing world, 
serves to broaden the student body's perception of the -work. . 

“Our main advantage,” sakl Mr, Lejeme, “is that we are able 
to select good teachers here who stay with us. And s good staff 
Hives a good education. Tt is as simple as that.” 

+ Nick Carter, head of the upper primary school; adds: “Our aim 
is that when kids leave here to go back to their national education 
system, they won’t be at a disadvantage.”
